Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement: I 
have come to the month of the seared and yellow leaf 
Nature is preparing to descend into the grave of 
winter and all things round about remind us of death 

As your Spiritual Director, theretore, permit me to 
preach you a little sermon on the folly of fashion, and 
the vain pursuit of carnal pleasures, at the sacrifice of 
immortal good. “Ye cannot serve God and mammon,” 
said Our Lord to the men of his generation, And you 
cannot be at the same time a worshipper at the shrine 
of materialism, and a spiritual minded servant of God. 

St. Paul in his Epistle to the Romans (1111 Chap.) 
puts it on this wise: 


“They that are according to the flesh mind the things 
that are of the flesh: but they that are according to thi 
spirit mind the things that are of the spirit. For thi 
wisdom of the flesh ts death; but the wisdom of the 
spirit is life and peace. Because the wisdom of the 
flesh is an enemy to God; for it is not subiect to th 
law of God neither can be. And they who are in the 
flesh cannot please God. But you are not in the flesh 
ln@ in the spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell! 
in you. Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the 
flesh, to live according io the flesh. For if you live 
according to the flesh, you shall die: but if by the Spirit 
you mortify the deeds of the flesh, you shall live. For 
whosoever are led by the Spirit of God, they are thi 
sons of God.” 

“In the world, yet not of the world,” is the descrip- 
tion of the true Christian given by Our Lord Himself. 
A Tertiary of the Atonement, who has resided with her 
husband and little son for four years in France, has 
described to us recently the line ef demarcation be 
tween the Faithful Catholics of Paris, and the multi 
tude whose passion ts the world, its qaieties, its extra 
vagances of dress, its general paganism 

These devout Catholics, even when rich, dress in a 
very plain and simple way, differentiating them quite 
distinctly from the fashionably attired votaries of the 
world, 

So should it be with our Rosarians. You should be 
known and recognized by the modesty and plainness of 
your attire in contrast to the loud and vulgar dress so 
characteristic of the woman of the wo e they of 
the millionaire or the middle class. 

We would be happy to see all our Rosurtans join 
the Third Order of St. Francis, and observe the Holy 
Rule which he gave for people living “in the world” 
and yet “not of the world ;" men and women who seck 
to belong wholly to God, and to serve Him as perfectly 
as the circumstances of their life will permit. 

We live in an age of intense materialism, and the 
multitudes are money-mad under the mistaken belief 
that money spells happiness. Happiness ts a feeling 
of man’s interior heart and soul; and real happiness 
can only be generated there by the Spirit of God and 
the testimony of a good conscience. 

Our Lord said: “The Kingdom of Heaven ts within 
you.” Heaven and happiness not only begin with the 


same letter, but in the end of all things they ere synon 
yous 

To build up happiness on the flesh is to build it if 
corruption and the grav On the other hand 
niortify the carnal man, that the Spirit of God ma 
cwell in you, is to know peace on earh, with a larg 
measure of downright happiness, and to experience ever- 
lasting joy in Heaven.
